The GRPM created and purchased thousands 
of these slides on topics as disparate as 
“Weaving in the South American Highlands”’, 
“The French Revolution and Napoleon’, “How 
our Homes are Lighted” and “Lumbering 

in Michigan”. They were made available in 
presentations at the Museum and through a 
checkout system where local teachers could 
use them in their own classrooms. This 
collection is comprised of 160 of these curated 
magic lantern slide shows, consisting of about 
6,000 slides, and another approximately 8,000 
loose slides.
